You have discovered the secret to 
calling! There are a few of us that have 
come around to this startling way of 
thinking about the music and what 
part it should play in our calls so that 
the dancers have that glorious beat to 
dance to, instead of using it for our- 
selves. It may surprise you to know 
that several sessions have been done 
at CALLERLAB dealing with the same 
concept of calling. The timing commit- 
tee at CALLERLAB has also put out 
several lists at the many levels of danc- 
ing pertaining to this same concept. It 
also may surprise you to know that 
there have been many caller schools 
that have been done in the past deal- 
ing with the fact that music, timing and 
choreography should always be taught 
together and not at separate times. 
The only way one learns is to practice 
this from the start. Many articles have 
been written in the past about this 





same method. There are callers in the 
field that believe firmly in this concept 
of giving the music to the dancer when- 
ever possible, but unfortunately they 
are in a small minority along with 
myself. Now that you have stumbled 
onto the secrets of calling, I hope you 
will pursue it further so that you will 
eventually be able to teach others how 
to do it, including not only the musical 
phrase, but include split phrases as 
well. Tm sure you will find that know- 
ing how to do it and being able to teach 
it are two separate things. 

Iam really happy that maybe another 
voice will join with our small minority 
in possibly bringing about a change that 
will be nothing short of a revolution in 
thinking. If we can sell the idea that the 
music really belongs to the dancers, then 
maybe the trend will be to find out how 
to bring this about.

the Virginia Reel and other squares 
and rounds. Henry Ford tried to hire 
Benjamin Lovett, who declined, point- 
ing out that he had a firm contract with 
the Inn. Ford bought the Inn and 
Lovett’s contract and took Lovett back 
to Detroit, Michigan with him. Ford 
then proceeded to establish a broad 
program for tracking squares and 
rounds, including radio broadcast and 
programing to schools. He built a luxu- 
rious dance hall in the Greenfield Vil- 
lage and named it Lovett Hall. Its use 
continues today. It is our strong de- 
sire to develop our two story dance hall 
in our barn for the presentation of simi- 
lar programs, featuring dance activity 
of the past and present and to bring 
all aspects of the property into harmo- 
nious historical significance to share 
with the general public.

across a few nice recipes I thought 
you might enjoy. The first one I 
found at our local Publix Market. It is

Strawberry Pecan French Toast 
1/2 C cream cheese, softened 
1/4 C strawberry jam or 

Polaner All Fruit ®spreadable 

1/2 C chopped pecans 
12 slices Italian bread or 

Texas style bread 
4 eggs 
1С milk 
ltsp vanilla extract 
1 tsp cinnamon 
non stick cooking spray 
powdered sugar, to garnish 

In a small bowl with an electric mixer, 
beat cheese, all fruit and 2 TBSP pecan 
until smooth. Form a pocket in each slice 
of bread by cutting along top edges. Fill 
each pocket with 1 TBSP cheese mixture. 

In a medium bowl, combine eggs, milk, 
vanilla and cinnamon. Dip bread into egg 
mixture until soggy, coating both sides. 
Place bread into a skillet that has been 
sprayed with a non stick cooking spray (I 
use margarine). 

Cook over low heat until lightly brown; 
remove. Sprinkle with powdered sugar 
and remaining pecans. Serves 6.

2 C all purpose flour 
1 € flaked coconut 
1/2 С sugar 
1 С Sweet Cream Butter, softened 
1/4 C milk

1 TBSP vanilla 
confectioners sugar

ing bowl, combine all ingredients. Beat 
atlow speed.

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As I travel around сайта, many 
people tell me that they enjoy reading 
these columns. However, I don't often 
get written responses. I did get one in 
response to my January column that 
talked about recruiting. The writer 
zeroed in on all the things we are do- 
ing wrong in trying to get new people 
into square dancing. 

We start our classes only once each 
year. We run our classes at too intense 
a pace. We insist that everyone learn 
at the same speed and graduate at the 
same time. When they do graduate we 
don't make it easy for them to dance 
with us. Etc., etc., 

The letter suggested that I should 
include in future columns a variety of 
ideas that clubs in other parts of the 
country are trying and, hopefully, some 
that have worked. Unfortunately, I 
don't know of any that are working. 
The letter included a suggestion for 
something that might work - if some 
clubs were willing to give it a try. 

The suggestion was that the first 
club night each month could be turned 
into a repeating cycle of review of the 
beginning calls. The thought is that 
folks who wanted to start dancing 
could do it next month. It would also 
give people who had dropped out a safe 
place to come back into square danc- 
ing. Some folks might even find that 
the beginning calls were all they 
wanted to do in square dancing. 

I have another idea that occurred 
to me just as I was writing this column. 
I have tried to get clubs in a populous 
area like the North Shore of Massa- 
chusetts to join together in sponsoring 
a class. A group of four clubs even tried 
it but the division of responsibility and 
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the divinion of the graduates ulti- 
mately defeated the attempt. If folks 
are really worried about where our fu- 
ture dancers are coming from, perhaps 
they could join together to support an 
easy entry program. 

I am convinced that successful re- 
cruiting will require an easier entry 
program than the MS plus a little 
PLUS that most clubs now dance. 
There is a very good program available 
called the BASIC program which is the 
first 49 calls of the MS program. A 
group of clubs, who are no longer able 
to support a class of their own, could 
recruit for a (perhaps caller run) class 
to the BASIC program. In this way we 
might get started on a square dance 
that people could enter more easily. 

One important qualification that I 
would lay down. The caller must be 
able to call so that the students feel 
they are dancing. The caller must also 
resist the temptation to make every tip 
3 challenge. Most tips - even during 
class - would have to include a lot of 
dancing with very little complicated 
puzzle solving involved. Finding a 
caller for that kind of a program may 
not be easy. 

That brings me to another minor ob- 
servation. I finally heard from some- 
one else something that I have been 
saying for several years. The growth 
of square dancing in the future will 
require more callers than we have. 
Perhaps if we didn't make square danc- 
ing so complicated then learning to call 
would be easier. Dancing doesn't have 
to be complicated to be fun. Most 
people rate the sociability higher than 
the dancing challenge when asked why 
they square dance.

I, for one, believe that the best ap- 
proach will be to try to convince 
CALLERLAB that it is important 
enough to consider seriously so that we 
can start the process as soon as pos- 
sible. You mentioned in your article 
that Contra, Rounds, Line Dancing and 
others have already been subjected to 
this line of thinking. It should be time 
for squares to be included in the other 
forms of dance. As a last note (no pun 
intended) you will also find that in just 
covering the three subjects, music, tim- 
ing and choreography, there will be 
very little time left over to do anything 
else in a three day school. I prefer to 
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run for five days and include Contra 
on the fourth day and Rounds on the 
fifth day. Even at that I strongly sug- 
gest that the callers will learn more 
with the work they do at home with 
practice. I then try to get them to come 
back at least one more year to cement 
everything down. At that point most 
of them will join our minority as they 
are convinced. The music is structured 
in such a way that they realize that 
they have the knowledge to not only 
call the squares with this approach, but

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Last month we told you about the 
discussions going on now to combine the 
Mainstream and Plus Programs into one 
mix, dropping and moving calls from both 
programs to make the total number of 
calls somewhat manageable, even for 


new dancers. This is not a new idea having had its roots with 
many callers for a long time and we've discussed it in this 


column before. 

We wonder if the square dance 
clubs and their members are ready to 
seriously consider it? Do they want 
the combined program? We here at 
NESDM don't have any indication 
pro or con from clubs and dancers, 
since as of the writing of this column, 
we've had only three people discuss 
last months editorial with us, and 
they were callers. Almost everyone 
says it's too difficult to learn to 
square dance under the current 
setup and a change is being offered. 
CALLERLAB has formed a commit- 
tee to look into the idea. BUT, 
without support of the dancers, any 
ideas CALLERLAB and the Amercian 
Callers Association have are useless 

pointless - defunct - dead. 

Its time for you the dancer to 
make up your mind and take a 
position on this matter. If you don't 
tell someone how you feel, then you 
will get whatever someone else 
wants you to have. 

Take a few minutes and tell us. 
You can write, yes on paper with 
pen or pencil, or type your com- 
ments, then use conventional mail 
or e-mail it or whatever. Just don't 
sit on your back side and let 


someone else decide for you.

Thanks for your 
many years of dedication to our 
pastime. We know you'll continue in 
the same manner you have for all 
these many years. 

Summer is upon us (none to soon 
following our long Winter) and it's 
time to STSSARD - "Support The 
Summer Square And Round Dances." 
Many dances will be held by various 
clubs and associations. If you are a 
dancer who went through classes this 
season, you'll probably be eager to 
continue dancing this summer. In 
some areas, there will also be 
programs which allow new dancers 
an opportunity to begin learning the 
Plus Program. Some of you can make 
the transition into Plus fairly easily 
but others cannot. If you do not feel 
comfortable in learning Plus now - 
DON’T. Look around for those 
summer dances which offer Main- 
stream dancing and support them. 
Enjoy yourself. Square Dancing is 
not a job - it’s entertainment. Keep 
that in mind.

Peanut Butter Bread 
2 C sifted all-purpose flour 
1/2 C sugar 
2 tsp baking powder 
1/2 tsp salt 
3/4 C creamy peanut butter 


legg 
1 C milk 


Preheat oven to 350°. In bowl, mix 
flour, sugar, baking powder and salt. 
Cut in peanut butter with a fork. Add 
egg and milk, stir just enough to 
moisten dry ingredients. Pour into a 
greased 9x5x3 inch loaf pan. Bake in 
350? oven about 1 hour or until wooden 
pick inserted near center comes out 
clean.

Peanut Butter Muffins 


2 C sifted all-purpose flour 
1 TBS baking powder 

1 € milk 

2 eggs 

1/2 C sugar 

1/2 C creamy peanut butter 
1/2 tsp salt 


Preheat oven to 400°. In bowl, stir 
together flour and baking powder, set 
aside. Place milk, egg, sugar, peanut 
butter and salt in blender container, 
cover and blend until combined. Pour 
over dry ingredients, stir just to 
moisten. Fill greased muffin pans 2/3 
full. Bake in a 400° oven for 15 to 20 
minutes. Makes 12 muffins. A differ- 
ent twist to just plain old muffins.

4 eggs EC 
1/4 C milk 

1 tsp vanilla 
dash salt 
1TBS butter or margarine 
4 slices of bread 

1/4 C chopped peanuts 

3/4 C maple flavored syrup

Combine eggs, milk, vanilla and 
salt. Beat slightly with a fork until 
blended.

Till next month - Carol Aubut 
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During the past few months I have en- 
joyed being connected to the Internet. The 
e-mail capability of this wonderful commu- 
nication tool allows me to send my column 
in to this magazine at the last minute - which 
always seems to be when I finish writing it. 
It also allows me to stay in touch with the 
CALLERLAB home office in Minnesota. 1 
am the Vice Chairman of CALLERLAB this 
year and we can send work back and forth 
through cyberspace. 

Another aspect of this on-line world that 
I have enjoyed is a callers' bulletin board. 
This is a place where callers all over the 
world can send messages easily and instantly 
to each other. The central point through 
which all the messages flow is maintained 
by a caller in Ohio and, when I last heard a 
count, there were about 270 people all shar- 
ing our thoughts about square dancing and 
calling. (There are some dancers who take 
part in this exchange too although there is 
another bulletin board for dancers in which 
some callers take part.) 

From the messages I have read over the 
past couple of months it is clear that there 
is a real difference in the way callers un- 
derstand what our customers want. Some 
believe that square dancers enjoy, prima- 
rily, the challenge of solving choreographic 
puzzles. Others are convinced that the joy 
of moving smoothly with the music is the 
most important appeal of square dancing. 
Still others rate the social satisfaction of be- 
longing to a group and getting together with 
friends as the best thing about our activity. 

Probably all three of these appeals are 
important - in a different balance for differ- 
ent people. The problem that we all are be- 
ginning to see is that our introduction pro- 
cess - the beginner's classes - are not very 





well balanced. They don't offer these satis- 
factions in an equal distribution. The push 
to “get through" all the calls we have to teach 
before the class sponsors run out of money 
makes us challenge people pretty severely. 
In class we teach 3-4 new calls every night. 
We seldom have time to lay back and let the 
students "just dance" those calls - there are 
too many more waiting to be taught. We 
don't even have time for many party nights 
when folks might get to know their new 
friends a little better and just relax and use 
our newly acquired dancing skills. 

On the bulletin board it's pretty obvious 
that the callers sending messages have very 
different attitudes toward these problems. 
Some say we should just change the lists of 
calls - one suggestion is to do away with the 
Plus program by moving all of those calls 
into the Advanced list. Another group of call- 
ers think we should slow down the teaching 
rate so that we teach only the first 49 calls in 
the first year. That's the Basic Program and 
it's what many European clubs do for the first 
season of dancing. 

Some callers think that we should teach 
fewer calls but teach each of them in most 
of the ways they can be done. That way we 
can make the dancing very challenging with- 
out using many calls to do it. Other callers 
think most of their customers don't really 
want to be challenged that much. They think 
the dancers are quite satisfied doing the Plus 
calls in the same setup each time. That way 
the dancers usually know what is expected 
of them and they don't break down as much. 

The one thing that is certain is that there 
are many different ways of looking at what 
we have and what we want. Most mornings 
I log on and receive 10-15 different points 
of view. It's fun!

The guest speaker at 
the March 19 NSSARDA 
Delegates meeting was 
Johnny Wedge, Chairman, New En- 
gland Council of Callers Association 
(NECCA).

He feels it's a strongly opinionated 
subject. Back 21 years ago, Callers would 
teach between 4-6 new calls at a dance. 
At workshops which followed, dancers 
were asked to write down the list of calls 
they had been taught at the past week- 
end dances. On average, they would list 
at least 8 to 12 new calls. 

In 1974 New England Square danc- 
ers asked the new organization 
CALLERLAB, a national asociation of

callers, to sort out the various calls 
used in square dancing. In 1975 
CALLERLAB created the Mainstream 
level of Square Dancing. In 21 years 
the number of mainstream calls re- 
mains the same. 

Around the same time in New En- 
gland, Callers John Hendron and Art 
Ballard created what they called "New 
England Square Dance System." They 
gave their system 9 programs. Basic, 
Mainstream, Plus, A-1, A-2, C-1, C-2, 
C-3. Why all the levels? Some of the 
dancers liked a challenge. 

А Mainstream dancer has to know 
68 square dance calls, a Plus dancer 
110 calls. А C-4 dancer has to know а 
mind boggling 1,100 different square 
dance calls. 

Why do we have all the different 
levels in square dancing?

REFLECTING ON 30 YEARS OF 
CALLING - PART 2 
By Ed Foote, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 
People ask me what is different about danc- 
ing today compared with 30 years ago, and the 
answer is that things are very similar. We read 





articles in magazines today about all the problems in square 
dancing, but it was exactly the same 20 and 30 years ago. 


Beginner classes too short, clubs rush- 
ing people through class, lack of friend- 
liness toward new graduates, too many 
experimentals - it was all the same 
back then. When Swing Thru and Spin 
the Top came out in 1964, people said 
“too many new calls, these calls will 
mark the downturn of square dancing." 
Instead they were the forerunner of a 
great boom. 

Yet things are also much better to- 
day, and CALLERLAB is the reason. 
Standardization is the key to growth in 
any activity, and the established lists of 
calls have given us standardization. 
Before CALLERLAB, everything was 
mainly called "club level" - the terms 
"Mainstream and Plus" did not come 
about until the mid-1970s. Тоо many 
calls on the CALLERLAB Mainstream 
List compared with earlier years, I re- 
member in the late 1960s and early 
1970s when the Sets In Order list (pub- 
lished by Sets In Order Magazine and 
the only list in existence) omitted some 
widely used calls, such as “Lead to the 
Right”. So naturally the list appeared 
shorter than today. Yes, today’s Main- 
stream list is longer, but that is due in 
part to the fact that now all calls that 
are used are shown in print on the list. 

Yet, what goes around comes 
around. The American Callers Asso- 
ciation (ACA) has proposed a shorter 
teaching list, in order to make it easier 
for dancers to move thru class. Their

shorter list is achieved by moving 
about 20 calls to a “Glossary”. These 
calls would still have to be learned in 
class, but they would be hidden be- 
cause they would not be on the official 
list. The ACA says: "Aren't we great - 
we made a shorter list!" Exactly the 
same as what happened with the Sets 
In Order list. 

Before CALLERLAB, each caller 
has had favorite calls, and some danc- 
ers were nervous about going to an- 
other caller, because they did not know 
what he was likely to throw in. Stan- 
dardization of list by CALLERLAB has 
solved this problem. 

Twenty and thirty years ago there 
was a legitimate complaint by dancers 
that some callers called too fast. To- 
day, virtually all callers give enough 
time to do the commands, and this is 
due in large part to the constant em- 
phasis by CALLERLAB on good timing 

In the 1960s and 19708 caller eth- 
ics was a problem, with some callers 
not honoring contracts. Once 
CALLERLAB established a Code of 
Ethics and a Grievance Procedure, this 
problem was essentially eliminated. 
Offering dancers a way to present 
grievances has been a real service to 
the activity. 

So when an occasional person says 
*remember the good old days?", I say 
*yes, and I'm glad we have progressed 
to today".

SHORT AND SWEET 

He finally said yes. We are 
moving to George’s parents 
homestead. I have been want- 
ing to do this for three years 
but, George saw all the repairs 


and work that needs to be done and was a bit reluctant. I have 
always loved this two hundred plus year old home. It has warmth, 


character and many wonderful memo- 
ries and yes a lot of work has to be done 
as nothing has been done for thirty or 
so years; but George and I always work 
together and with time, patience and the 
sale of our house, it'll be done in no time. 
I'm a positive thinking person and 
George thinks I’m nuts! I am telling you 
this because, for a while my articles will 
be short and sweet, I hope. It would be 
nice to get twelve articles done at once 
but my brain doesn't always function the 
way Га like it to and I draw blanks. 

This article is about teaching the art 
of sewing to the younger generation, 
humm; much like square dancing. Sew- 
ing is becoming a lost art with children 
and the idea they can just run out and 
buy it in the store, but the accomplish- 
ment and self gratification is lost. When 
I took sewing in school we had to make 
book bags and aprons, boring. My kids 
had to buy kits and make stuffed ani- 
mals, this was to difficult. 

Start with the sewing machine, teach 
them to have respect not fear. There are 
quite a few safety features you can at- 
tach to your machine. Threading; use 
the round sticky dots and number them 
as to threading sequence. Buy a dot to 
dot coloring book with large pictures and 
use freezer paper to trace and number 
your dots. Trace a large sail boat or a 
teddy bear, lay the freezer paper over a 
square of felt and lightly press, it will 
stick to the felt. Have the child connect 
the dots by sewing. This teaches them 
how to put the needle down and pivot, 
do straight lines first and then curves. 


& 


Go on to making birthday invitations 
by using light weight poster board. 
Decorate it with stickers and drops of 
glitter in the center. Then you can top 
it with a piece of light weight clear plas- 
tic vinyl. Stitch and follow the 5/8th 
guideline on the sewing machine. This 
teaches straight lines and 5/8th width. 
Once they have become comfortable with 
that, return to your coloring book and 
chose a pattern such as a dog or teddy 
bear that has distinctive arms and legs. 
Trace the individual body parts on your 
freezer paper. Lay your freezer paper 
onto double thickness of felt, you might 
want to insert a thin batting between 
the two felt pieces. Show how to pin the 
pattern pieces, I like to use quilting pins 
because they are longer and easier for 
small hands to use. Then, have them 
cut out the pattern pieces. I have them 
cut out a square around the small piece 
and then cut out the pattern piece it- 
self, it makes it easier for little hands. 
Stitch individual fabric pieces in their 
three layers. Position them on the table to 
form the dog or teddy bear. Using large 
buttons, attach the legs, arms and tail to 
the main body of the dog or teddy bear 
by sewing the button through the six lay- 
ers. After they have become comfortable 
with the straight stitch go back to the be- 
ginning and teach them the zigzag stitch. 

Remember make it light and make 
it FUN. Let the kids choose the stickers 
and the color of the felt. Who says a dog 
or teddy bear can’t be neon green, purple 
or blue. Let them use their wonderful 
creative minds.

Perhaps once in a generation or two, 
the square dance world, and even the 
world outside the narrow confines of 
our folk activity, is privileged to recog- 
nize a hero. 

Heroes are scholars first. They have 
acute visions based on penetrating 
study of troubling situations both ob- 
served by some and to others. 
Then they develop solutions according 
to careful analysis and good old-fash- 
ioned logic. The process involves insight, 
experience and a touch of prophetic rea- 
soning. But that's only the beginning. 
Next comes the campaign. 

Heros are campaigners. The hero 
we celebrate here had a refreshing way 
with words. He was a prolific writer, 
an entertaining lecturer. А convincing 
trainer of dancers. An inspiring coach 
of callers. 

How clearly we hear his words, 
again and again: *Get back to the ba- 
sics. Music is primary. It is the cen- 
tral point around which dance revolves. 
Give the dancers the first beat of the 


phase. Variety over complexity. 
Smoothness comes from recognition of 
phasing, timing, styling." 

Heros sell their proposals with 
spirit as well as with words. Our 
friends from Utah—no, from “every- 
where"—possessed a ready wit that 
punctuates every conversation. He 
charmed his distaff friends with the 
old-fashioned courtesy of kisses on the 
hand instead of *yellow rocks". His 
opinions were heartfelt and straight- 
forward. His warm personality came 
from a lifetime filled with an un- 
quenchable zest for life. That life was 
cut short too early by advancing illness, 
but even in the final days, the malady 
was tempered by sheer will power and 
the knowledge that his mission wasn't 
quite finished. This hero is gone, but 
his work goes on. 

His spirit, his wit, his intellect were 
rare. Thank God one like Walt Cole— 
a leader of leaders—comes around once 
in a while!

My solution to this problem is 
don't graduate your class until the 
second year, after they have 
angeled and learned all position- 
ing.

ality - the culture - of our dance 
activity. In time the culture takes 

on a life of its own. It gains power and influence. And as habits 
grow stronger, the culture begins to shape our behavior. Culture 





can be very controlling. As powerful 
as it might be, the culture cannot 
change without permission from the 
people. Its time we change the way we 
handle change. 

The problems arise when every- 
thing around us is changing but the 
culture can't - because people in orga- 
nizations won't give it a chance. We 
need to break with bad habits, learn 
better ways to behave. It relies on all 
of us to give it a new set of responses 
that hold more promise for the future. 
The future promises us more change 
than we've ever experienced before 

Will we allow our dance culture to 
change so that it can survive in today's 
world? We must face reality and do 
what works. This insight is provided 
to us from "The Employee Handbook 
for Changing Corporate Culture" avail- 
able from Pritchett and Associates, 
Inc., 13155 Noel Road, Suite 1600, Dal- 
las, Texas 75240. Just as it applies to 
corporate culture, it can also apply to 
our dance culture. This reprint appli- 
cation to dance is with the full permis- 
sion of Pritchett and Associates, Inc. 
and all rights are reserved. It con- 
tains a cultural guideline for changing 
the way we handle change. 

These are highlighted as follows: 


* Speed up instead of slowing down. 

«Stay cool instead of panicking. 

• Таке the initiative instead of waiting 
for instructions. 

*Get going instead of get ready. 

*'Try easier instead of trying harder. 

*Spend energy on solutions instead of 
wasting time & money on emotions. 

• Таке more risks instead of playing it safe. 

*Don't let strengths become weak- 
nesses; instead rely more heavily on 
your strengths. 

* Welcome destruction instead of try- 
ing not to break things. 

*Make more mistakes instead of avoid- 
ing mistakes. 

*Shoot for total quality instead of 
showing standards. 

*Protect what can protect you instead 
of protecting yourself. 

* Practice loyalty instead of being loyal 
to a culture. 

*'Take personal responsibility for fix- 
ing things instead of blaming others 
for what you don't like. 

* Act like a child instead of an adult. 

It all basically boils down to stop 
doing what comes naturally and do 
what works. These insights by Price 

Pritchett, PAD translate to survival. 

Have faith in the opportunities instead 

of believing in the problems.

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hile we are all out enjoying sum- 
mer, we think of all the special 
easy recipes we can enjoy out on 
the grill. I have found a few interesting 
recipes I hope you will enjoy. 


Pork Chops (to keep on hand) 
4 to 6 pork chops, 1/2 inch thick 
1/2 C vegetable oil 
1 tsp garlic salt 
1 tsp paprika 
1 tsp granulated sugar 
1 tsp salt 
juice of 2 lemons (about 6 TBS) 


Lay pork chops flat in a 2 to 4 quart 
reusable plastic bag. In a medium 
bowl, combine oil, garlic salt, paprika, 
sugar, salt and lemon juice; pour over 
pork chops. Seal bag and turn over 
several times to coat the meat. Lay 
bag flat in freezer and freeze. When 
ready to use, thaw pork chops in the 
plastic bag. Remove chops from mari- 
nade, reserving the marinade. Put 
marinade in a medium sauce pan and 
heat until boiling. Reduce heat and let 
marinade simmer until needed. 

Place pork chops on your grill. Cook 
5 to 10 minutes per side, or to desired 
doneness, turning at least once and 
basting occasionally with heated mari- 
nade. Discard remaining marinade. 
Keep a bag or 2 of these in your freezer. 
They can go into a cooler with you and 
you are ready to cook in no time. If 
needed in a hurry, place in microwave. 
A good recipe for boating or to use in 
your RV also. 


Sour Cream Beef Burgers 
1 1/2 pounds lean ground beef 
1 C coarse fresh bread crumbs 
4 green onions, finely chopped 
1/3 С sour cream 
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3 tsp Worcestershire sauce 
1/2 tsp salt 
1/2 tsp black pepper 

In a large mixing bowl, combine 
ground beef, bread crumbs, onions, sour 
cream, Worcestershire sauce, salt and 
black pepper. Mix thoroughly. Shape 
mixture into patties. Place patties on 
your grill. Cook 6 to 8 minutes per side 
or until well done. Serve with salad or 
опа bun. 


These burgers are moist and flavor- 
ful with a texture similar to meatloaf.

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For the past half dozen years I 
have been doing a session with 
Yikes Cameron at the NE Conven- 
tion on square dance styling. Of- 
ten we are asked what this session 
is about and always we have had a 


crowd. This year the room was 
small and hot but it was still over- 
flowing, I am pleased that so many 
dancers want to know how to im» 
prove the style of their dancing. 

The things we talk about and dem- 
onstrate in these sessions are: how 
to move with a dancing step rather 
than just walking; how to interact 
with the other dancers so that you 
work as a team; how the caller's tim- 
ing affects the way dancing feels and 
how to be accurate in the execution 
of square dance actions. As we say 
in our introduction each year, classes 
are so rushed these days that teach- 
ers often do not get around to teach- 
ing these details and the quality of 
our dancing suffers as a result. 

In this column I have discussed 
my distress at the common practice 
of using à handshake hold (or none 
at all) in doing Swing Thru, Spin The 
Top or Allemande Left. This is but 
one of the examples of sloppy dancer 
interaction - or as we call it - counter 
dancing. Another is, when the call is 
Heads Pass Thru and Separate 
Around One, the Sides think they are 
not involved. They fail to move out 
of the way to make room for the 
Heads. On a Ladies Chain the men 
sometimes fail to anticipate the ar- 
rival of the Ladies and have to be 
pushed around the Courtesy Turn. 
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Timing ts the placement of the call 
with respect to the dance action, If 
it comes too soon it makes people 
rush. If it comes too late the dance 
smoothness is destroyed and the ac- 
tion becomes "stop and go." In the 
Convention session we let dancers ex- 
perience all these timing variations. 

We also discuss courtesy which is 
another subject that can be short 
changed when class time is filled 
overfull with teaching calls. Things 
like the importance of deodorant for 
a close-quarters, active recreation 
like square dancing. We mention the 
hard rule that says NEVER leave a 
square unless you have a very seri- 
ous emergency. It’s also not courte- 
ous to walk past a square that needs 
a couple to fill the one beyond them 
with your friends. One of the impor- 
tant values in square dancing is the 
opportunity to make new friends 

Sometimes people come to our ses- 
sion expecting to learn how to twirl 
or spin or slide across to lines or other 
gimmicky distortions of good dancing 
We mention those things only to point 
out that they should be limited to 
squares involving consenting adults. 
If everyone in the square knows 
what's going on then these gimmicks 
can be lots of fun. When someone who 
isn't"in on the game" is in the square 
it can be very disturbing - particu- 
larly for new dancers. 

We're hoping for a bigger hall for this 
program next year in Bangor. It’s usu- 
ally early on Saturday afternoon. We 
hope you'll stop in. Bangor was a great 
Convention city. Plan now to be there.

CARTS PROGRAM CHAIRMEN 
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THE DEEP ROOTS ОЕ SUCCESS 


By Bernie Coulthurst 


The deep roots of success come down to satisfied customers 
and responding properly to signs of change. Regardless of what 
business you are in (and square dancing is a business) you have 
to have satisfied customers in order to prosper. Why - because all 
business establishments need to get new customers referred to them. 


Advertising (and publicity) will 
create product awareness but only 
satisfied customers TELLING OTH- 
ERS ABOUT THE BENEFITS OF 
YOUR PRODUCT will help sell your 
product. It is human nature for 
people to tell their friends about 
their experience with your business 
-good and bad. 

I am sure you have heard of the 
die hard Ford owner who has been 
driving Fords for 20 years. Odds are 
be/she will continue with Ford prod- 
ucts if he/she continues to be a satis- 
fied customer. If the dealer gives this 
prospect poor service, chances are 
this customer will stick with the Ford 
product but will change dealers. Did 
you ever hear someone say, *I 
wouldn't buy a car from if 
he was the last dealer on earth." How 
does this tie into square dancing? 

We have few new satis- 
fied customers. 

This train of thought applies to 
square dancing because we have 
few satisfied new customers - only 
the hotshots are recent happy cus- 
tomers and there are not many of 
this type who are willing to make 
the necessary commitment to be- 
come a square dancer. These so 
called hotshots are either highly in- 
telligent people who learn quickly 
or average intelligent people who 
are in a position to dance several 
times а week. Again the numbers 
are not here. 

The numbers are in the group of 
people who will dance two to four 


16 


times a month. Likewise our prod- 
uct (square dancing) has to be re- 
fined (improved) to cater to this 
vast majority of current and poten- 
tial dancers. The bell curve applies 
to this too. The majority of the 
dancers will be in the middle danc- 
ing an improved “middle” program; 
the small minority on the left side 
of the curve will be the basic danc- 
ers who socialize more than they 
dance and there is nothing wrong 
with this group. The minority on 
the right will be your hotshots and 
the dancers who dance several 
times a week. These people are the 
advanced dancers. Please note that 
I did not write Basic, Mainstream, 
Plus, Advanced or Challenge be- 
cause these are only names given 
to a set of calls. 

The people on the left side of the 
curve will spend minimal time learn- 
ing how to dance; the people in the 
middle of the curve will spend more 
time learning how to dance; and the 
people on the right will never stop 
learning. 

The people on the left side of the 
curve socialize more than they dance. 
The middle group are involved for the 
dance part as well as the social as- 
pects. The right group emphasizes 
learning more movements and mini- 
mizes the social aspects. 

All three of these customer types 
are important and we must have 
products to serve their needs. If we 
don't they will go elsewhere to sat- 
isfy their needs and guess what - they

In the first paragraph of this ar- 
ticle we mentioned “responding prop- 
erly to signs of change.” We have been 
writing only about satisfied custom- 
ers up to this point. A good leader will 
quickly pick up on signs of change. 
For example, many of our top leaders 
have been talking about square dance 
attire for the last several years. (The 
acceptance of the prairie skirt is the 
result of these discussions.) 

These signs of change are very 
subtle. They do not stand out like a 
sore thumb (or do they?). Let’s go to 
the auto industry again, The caravan 
was the result of top leaders in the 
industry seeing a need based on signs 
of subtle change in the family 
lifestyle. The station wagon no longer 
fulfilled their needs. These same 
lifestyles effect our product (square 
dancing) too, but we are still selling 
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rear wheel drive station wagons. Our 
products have not been refined to 
meet the needs of our changing 
lifestyles. 

Let's go back to square dance at- 
tire. When you start seeing dancers 
who have been dancing for 10 years 
* coming to club dances in other at- 
tire than standard square dance at- 
tire you are seeing a SUBTLE SIGN 
OF CHANGE and we leaders need to 
recognize these signs and act accord- 
ingly. If you are still not convinced 
there are subtle signs of change con- 
cerning square dance attire, we sug- 
gest you look at several club dance 
schedules. You will see dances labeled 
as "casual wear" dances. 

The deep roots of success comes 
down to satisfied customers and 
responding properly to signs of 
change.

two-year task force reported on its find- 
ings at the meeting, noting that where 
youth clubs exist, they are strong be- 
cause of the support they receive from 
their callers (a parent or a young 
friend) and from parents. In many ar- 
eas no opportunity to dance exists for 
young people. A few clubs allow 
younger dancers to join, but the pub- 
lished list is very limited. 

This first resolution reads; 
Whereas, the future of the square 
dance activity lies in our children from 
Kindergarten through the University 
level, and, Whereas, there are now ex- 
cellent instructional materials avail- 
able, such аз Jack Murtha's Diamond 
Program, which enable educators to 
teach square dancing in the schools in 
the correct way with proper attitudes; 
and Whereas, there is considerable 
square dance curriculum material al- 
ready developed, or in development for 
which no financing is available, be it 
resolved: That LEGACY International 
take the initiative in working with 
other square dance organizations to ob- 





Lain financing for the pro- 
duction of additional in- 
structional square dance 
materials for use in the 
schools, K through 12, and 
other youth educational or 
recreational organizations. 

Many present square 
dancers bemoan the lack 
of younger dancers entering the pic- 
ture. The question that must be an- 
swered is How anxious are we to have 
younger dancers in our groups?" Will 
we bend our dress code, adjust our 
times, offer baby sitting? Another reso- 
lution dealt with some of these aspects: 

Whereas, 'every square dancer is a 
friend you have yet to meet,’ and, 
whereas, the people we dance with are 
more important than the calls they 
dance, be it resolved that: We as 
LEGACY Trustees, urge: More under- 
standing of individual preferences in 
dance programs, in dance dress, in 
dance frequency, and a respect for 
these; More welcoming of the youth 
and younger dancers who are the fu- 
ture of the activity; More caring about 
those with whom we dance, so that 
square dancing may continue to be 
friendship set to music.

(ACA State Rep from Oklahoma) has 
tested several of the units and has de- 
cided, for square dancing purposes, 
that one of the best on the market, and 
certainly the best for the money, is the 
Chaparral db50. It has a true stereo 
FM transmitter and receiver with 
separate controls on the receiver for 
each ear for treble and bass plus a su- 
per bass switch for those needing the 
additional bass. It is very easy to use 
and can be plugged in to transmit only 
the voice commands, making it very 
easy for even the most hard of hearing 
dancers to hear. The unit has a range 
of 600 to 900 feet and with 9 different 
transmit frequencies so that any hall 
can be static and interference free.

Then 
in the mid 70's they started to have the 
different levels, and square dancing 
started loosing a lot of the enjoyment 
we use to know. 

So we dropped out! 

Then in 1985 we decided to come 
back. By the time we finished going 
through class again, we found we 
were not getting that feeling of high 
spirits of having a real good time! We 
could not really put our finger on it 
until just lately. We were at a dance 
and the caller was teaching the 
"QUARTERLY" and we realized that 
when we went to a dance we were 
concentrating so hard we didn't have 
time for fun. 

This past month we went to a dance 
at the Firesiders with Johnny Wedge 
calling a MS dance. All he did was give 
us a night of real fun square dancing, 
not a lot of fancy choreography, just 
patters we could have fun with, and he 
even threw in a couple of the old sing- 
ing calls like River Boat. That feeling 
came back! 

I think what I am trying to say is, 
we only had about 65-75 calls and they 
were used in such a way that it was 
not mind boggling, but just fun. 

Yes, return to that type of dancing 
and if some people want the challenge 
fine, let them go to higher levels, but 
keep MS fun and that would mean com- 
bining the best of MS and Plus because 
both levels have calls that are fun. 

Sorry to make this letter so long but 
we feel very strongly about this, and 
want to stay dancing.

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Hi. Just responding to Ed & Pat's 
editorial in the June "Caller". (Sorry, 
old habits die hard!) Jane & I have been 
dancing for nearly 30 years, and 
currently dance mostly A-1. It's not that 
we like the material better, but that's 
where the smoother better dancers 
seem to be. The things that are most 
importantto us are: 1. Dancing with the 
music; 2. Choreography that flows. 
(NOT U-turn back twice!); 3. Timing 
that is not stop-and-go. 4. Ability to 
hear. (Good acoustics, good diction). 

Two problems that we see (and 
probably everyone else does too) are 
that newer dancers just can't dance 
the basics (mostly because they are 
not taught to listen) and that 
mainstream dances tend to have very 
repetitive patterns, so the dancer 
anticipates (usually correctly) instead 
of listening. As you know, on a good 
dancing floor, if the caller suddenly 
stops, the entire floor INSTANTLY 
stops rather than doing what they 
think he'll call next. 

One of the most interesting (and 
challenging) dances we ever attended 
was a mainstream level dance at 
Yankee Twirlers many years ago that 
Clint McLean called. Only the 
mainstream list was used, and it was 
a great dance. Of course, it helped 
that the dancers were mostly experi- 
enced, too. 

We think the immediate needs are: 
1. Fewer figures used in more variety. 
Callers haveto do homework; 2. Classes 
that are taught to DANCE & LISTEN, 
rather than memorize; 3. More 
committment to flow and timing by the 
callers. I think that is being worked on, 
and progress is being made. 

In the meantime, we continue to 
patronize Jim Mayo, Don Beck, Red 
Bates, John Hendron and Everett 
Mackin (when he’s up our way). And 
we sure wish Ear] would un-retire!

LIAR, LIAR, 
PANTS ON FIRE 


In a short time, beginner 
classes will be starting up again. 
It is usually an exciting time of 
the year for square dancers. Ev- 
eryone is hoping for large 


classes. Some clubs are just hoping for a class. 
There is no doubt that square dancing is in trouble in regards 
to the lack of new dancers entering the activity each year. New 


England is not immune from such 
problems. This scenario has been 
around for some time now. 

Let's take a trip back ten years ago 
to 1986 at the CALLERLAB Conven- 
tion in Baltimore. There was a great 
deal of concern regarding the length 
of time it took new dancers to not only 
learn the activity but also adjust to 
“club level.” Most of the callers present 
at the convention agreed that square 
dancing needed a program that can be 
taught in 25 weeks and possibly com- 
bine the “popular” Mainstream calls 
with the “popular” Plus calls. 

After such discussion, CALLERLAB 
appointed a committee to come up with 
an experimental list of calls that en- 
compassed some of the Mainstream 
program with about 8-10 Plus calls. 
There was also another experimental 
list of Bold Face and Italicized Main- 
stream calls. The bold faced calls were 
to be taught first and then after the 
dancers “graduated”, the italicized 
calls would be taught. The intent was 
to get dancers into the activity sooner. 

The experimental programs were to 
be trailed on a one year basis for those 
callers who so desired, They were not 
meant to take the place of the existing 
Mainstream and Plus programs. The 
combined Mainstream/Plus program 
was optional and was directed to those 
geographical areas in which Plus was 
the pre-dominate dancing level, such 
as New England is today. 
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For many reasons, too lengthy to get 
into here, the trial lasted about one 
year and feedback was received by 
those callers who were actually using 
the lists. In the end, CALLERLAB did 
not endorse the experimental lists and 
business went on as usual. Many of 
the comments from those concerned 
callers back in 1986 were the same as 
you hear in 1996. Except today, the 
dance population has been reduced fur- 
ther from what it was. 

Many leaders felt that by making 
the experimental program an option, 
it just added confusion to the situation. 
If a geographical location was predomi- 
nately Mainstream, then they were 
encouraged NOT to use this list. But 
if a certain geographical area was pre- 
dominately Plus, then perhaps а com- 
bined Mainstream/Plus program 
would work, because in essence that 
would enable dancers to graduate into 
the reality of what people were actu- 
ally dancing. There might not be a 
need to force dancers through the Plus 
program to keep up with their friends. 
We are experiencing the same prob- 
lems in 1996 as we were in 1986. 

There is a growing concern among 
dancers and callers not only in New 
England, but also across the country, 
that perhaps it is time to have just one 
dance level below the Advanced and 
Challenge program. How would you 
achieve this? Ask many people and you

tried to find recipes for summer time. 


Compound Butter 
Compound butters are a quick and simple 
way to add flavor and moisture to grilled 
foods. They are very good for fish, chicken 
and vegetables. Three easy recipes for start- 
ers are: 





1/2 C unsalted butter, room жаша va 
4 large garlic cloves, minced 

2 TBSP soy sauce 

1 tsp grated fresh ginger 

| tsp granulated sugar 

Process and mix until smooth. 


Dill and Lemon Butter for Seafood 
1/2 C salted or unsalted butter, 
room temperature 
1/4 € chopped fresh dill 
1/2 tsp lemon juice 
1/3 tsp finely chopped grated lemon peel 
Process and mix until smooth 





Spicy Cajun Butter lor 
Chicken, Fish or Meat 

1/2 С unsalted or salted butter, at room tem 
perature 

2 tsp salt 

2 tsp paprika 

1 1/2 tsp black pepper 

1 1/2 tsp garlic powder 

1 tsp onion powder 

3/4 tsp cayenne pepper 

2/3 tsp dried thyme 

3/4 tsp dried oregano 

Process and mix until smooth 





To complete the Compound Butter: 

Rol] butter mixture in plastic wrap, shap- 
ing into a log about the size of a half-dollar. 
Twist ends of the plastic wrap closed, refrig- 
erate or freeze until needed. Slice off these 
rounds of butter mixture; use to baste the 
foods as it grills. Just before serving, top 
each serving with a pat of butter mixture. 
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Makes 2/3 cups each, and makes about 8 
servings. 





Honey-Mustard Chicken 
2 TBSP honey 
| TBSP Dijon-style mustard 
| TBSP lemon juice 
1/2 tsp poppy seed 
1/4 tsp black pepper 
4 skinned chicken breast halves 

In a small mixing bowl, combine honey. 
mustard, lemon juice, poppy seeds and pep- 
per. Mix well and set aside. 

Rinse chicken pieces with cold running 
water. Pat dry with paper towels. Place 
chicken bone side up. on a gas grill over high 
heat or on a charcoal grill 2-3 inches from 
hot coals, Cook 25-30 minutes or until done. 
turning frequently, Brush all surfaces of 
chicken with reserved sauce. Cook. turning 
occasionally, 5 minutes or until nicely 
browned. 

Hint: For maximum flavor and to prevent 
burning, brush on sauce the final few min- 
utes of cooking when the chicken is done 
and tender. Serves 4.

This is in response to the June Edi- 
torial about combining the levels, 

1. Forget the number of calls - the leader 
or teacher can cover them all without 
stressing the name. Just do it. 

2. Set up a program in groups of ten 
lessons - payment in advance. If a new 
dancer attends all ten lessons, they get 
back the cost for one lesson or what- 
ever the club decides, such as a credit 
for the next session. 

3. Demo's should be in regular 
clothes. Dance clothes look nice but 
scares people. It looks as though 
there would be a big expense and 
some think they are corny until they 
get used to them. 

4. Recruit more Angels (to help, sup- 
port and educate) until they get the 
mechanics. А sponsor should ride hard 
on their class members to help and ad- 
vise what dances to go to when they are 
learning. No twirling in class. 

5. Take time to teach how to swing, 
hip to hip and lean back from the waist. 

6. Possibly have a tape or a para- 
caller (a dancer that can show and cue 
the basics) for three weeks to save 
some money on classes. 

7. Dance in a cellar instead of a 
rented hall or shop around for a free- 
bie room. Offer to leave room in better

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DANCING IN 
NORTHERN EUROPE 
By Ed Foote, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 


You may have heard that dancers in Northern 
Europe dance better than those in the United 





States, and this is indeed true. Dancers in En- 
gland, Germany, Sweden, along with Belgium and The Neth- 
erlands dance far better than the people here. The material 


one can call at a typical Mainstream 
dance in northern Europe would break 
down the entire floor at most Plus 
dances in U.S. halls and the material 
called at a typical Plus dance would 
break down most Advanced floors in 
the United States. 
There are three reasons for this, 
5 inner c S ich] 
Only the basic calls (#1-49) are taught 
in the first year. Then people attend 
basic level dances. The rest of the 
Mainstream list is taught in the sec- 
ond year. If people wish to go on to 
Plus, that is the third year, but many 
people chose to stay at Mainstream. So 
people got a solid foundation in the fun- 
damental calls of square dancing, 
whereas in the U.S., where many new 
dancers are forced to learn Plus right 
away because this is the entry level 
program in many large metropolitan 
areas, most people just skim the sur- 
face in learning calls. In fact, it would 
be correct to say that in Europe, people 
"learn" the calls. Due to the extended 
time-frame, while in the U.S., people 
are merely “exposed” to the calls. 
ancers in rn Eu- 
rope are not anxious to move to subse- 
quent programs. They are content to 
remain in their current program and 
learn it thoroughly before moving on. 
They do not believe that their status 
is elevated by moving on to the next 
level. In the U.S., many dancers are 
forced to graduate at Plus, because this 
is the entry level and they decide to 
move on to Advanced for status with- 
out having any proper background for 
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this. It is no wonder that US, dancers 
have no foundation, because every- 
thing is done on a rush basis. 

Two examples come to mind. People 
in Northern Europe are almost para- 
noid about staying away from Ad- 
vanced because they feel incompetent 
at Plus. 1 asked some super Plus danc- 
ers who could do "all-position, DBD" 
perfectly if they would dance Ad- 
vanced. They said no, they needed an- 
other couple of years experience at Plus 
before they would feel comfortable 
moving on, In Munich, I called for 
some of the best A-1 dancers I had ever 
seen. I asked them why they did not 
go on to А-2, They said they were not 
good enough. 


Third 13 the mi f ; 
Northern Europe, which states that 


fun really starts when we thoroughly 
understand the calls we are dancing - 
ie. DBD is fun, In the US. the mind 
set is that fun is knowing only one or 
two positions of calls, and that anything 
else is not fun. If the floor breaks down 
on a figure in the US. and the caller asks 
ifthe people want to try it again, the re- 
sponse is usually “по”, In Northern Eu- 
rope the answer is always “yes”. 
Summary. Many of the inventions 
and products which the U.S pioneered 
are now being produced better and/or 
cheaper by other countries. Square 
dancing has always been a reflection 
of life itself. The countries of North- 
ern Europe have taken our invention 
of square dancing and said, “You told 
us how to do it, so we did it.” Now we 
look with admiration at their abilities.

In anticipation of this trip I gath- 
ered together some folks that have told 
me in the past that they enjoyed doing 
calls in unusual setups. | wanted a 
chance to practice a bit with some less 
common ways of using the PLUS calls, 
I know from past experience that many 
people do not enjoy testing their un- 
derstanding of the call definitions so I 
had a small group collected to let me 
experiment with things I don't often call 
We did Spin Chain Stuff, left 
handed, Load the Boat and Follow Your 
Neighbor with boys where the girls 
usually are. We did a lot of left handed 
stuff and some of it got pretty challeng- 
ing. One of the most interesting things 
for me, though, was the best dance pat- 
terns we did - the ones that both the 
ancers and 1 seemed to enjoy the most 
were some MAINSTREAM dance pat- 
terns that I dug out of my "ancient his- 
tory" files. These, too, were not easy but 
they were different from the left handed 
stuff that I was mostly sight calling,

were real patterns. 
They took a good idea and expanded it 
into а full dance routine. I couldn't 
"sight call” these patterns. I had spent 
some time (re)learning them before I 
went to the dance. They had to be 
learned because they were longer rou- 
tines than we use most of the time 
these days. I probably could have read 
them but I find when I read a dance 
routine the timing suffers and the 
smoothness that makes it feel like 
dancing is missing. I spent the time to 
refresh my memory. Then, after we got 
the dancers through it once so they could 
understand the unusual parts of it we 
danced the routine three or four times, 

Some might think that repeating 
the same dance pattern three times 
would be boring. Neither the dancers 
nor I found it to be boring. Perhaps it 
was because the pattern was unusual. 
Maybe, if we did it next week and the 
week after it would get tiresome. On 
the other hand, these routines had some 
structure and they fit together well. 
Because I had used them a lot many 
years ayo, I had worked out the prob- 
lems and they moved pretty smoothly. 

One thing is certain. They were dif- 
ferent from the kind of thing I call most 
of the time.

Each year, with the influx of newly 
elected Officers in our member Clubs 
and Associations, there are questions 
concerning the operation of 
EDSARDA. Our Association's Execu- 
tive Board is made up of individuals 
from our member groups. The Asso- 


ciation meets three times a year, usu- 
ally on the first Sunday in October, 
January and May, but there may be a 
one-week variance on occasion. Each 
member Club/Association is asked to 
send four delegates to our meetings 
who are authorized to vote on any or 
all business issues or items being con- 
sidered. Anyone else in our activity is 
welcome to attend our meetings, but 
will not have the privilege of voting on 
the business being conducted. И is 
important that both the delegates and 
other interested parties attend the 
EDSARDA meetings. Аз the Associa- 
tion does have a significant impact on 
the square dance activity in our area 
and to some degree on the National 
level as well. 

This year, EDSARDA will not be 
conducting the Management/Informa- 
tion Forum, as we are starting a bi- 
annual schedule. But remember. there 
are always topics of interest that are 
discussed in depth at each of the 
EDSARDA meetings.

will get too many difference of opinion. 
No one knows for sure, but most likely 
Mainstream and Plus would be com- 
bined and certain calls from both pro- 
grams would be eliminated, Perhaps 
these calls would be put in theAdvanced 
program. Who Knows. 

There are pros and cons whether this 
"one level” would work. But if vou listen 
tothe conversations from the callers who 
were concerned back in 1986 and in New 
Orleans at the CALLERLAB Convention 
in 1987, you would hear almost the iden- 
tical references to the same challenges 
we face in 1996. There was such talk 
regarding "one level" back then. 

Here in New England, where the 
dance level is predominately Plus, maybe 
a “one level" of dancing would actually 
work. Let's not kid ourselves, new gradu- 
ntes are virtually forced to learn Plus if 
they want to dance "club level", There is 
no sense trying to point blame in anyones 
direction. We are all guilty of pushing 
the new dancers 

So why don't we stop“living a lie” and 
face reality. How many times have you 
seen the following: 

1. за Mainstream dance but a Plus 
tip is called somewhere during the 
evening. 

2 Itisa Mainstream dance but a work- 
shop tip is called with many times a Plus 
call being requested as a review. 

3, Ttis a Mainstream dance with 6-10 
squares but 7-9 of those squares get up 
for a Plus tip. 

4. Its Summertime! Time for those 
workshops to begin, and guess what they 
are teaching? You got it! Plus! 

І could go on and on, but you get the pic- 
ture, This happens every year and it is 
not limited to only New England. 

Just take a look at the Summer edu- 
cation in this magazine. Count the num- 
ber of workshops that are designed for 
new grads or "refresher courses" in the 
Plus level, What are we actually tell- 
ing the new grads? Well, Mainstream 
is fine, but if you want to dance with 
the majority of the clubs, you will need 
to learn Plus.

Yes, there are some small, isolated ar- 
eas/clubs that do dance strictly Main- 
stream. Well, you might say, if callers 
made Mainstream more interesting, 
then Mainstream dances would be bet- 
ter attended. We have heard that be- 
fore, but we are talking reality here. The 
majority of the dancers who say that they 
would probably choose a Plus dance over 
a Mainstream dance anyway. For a few 
callers who actually make Mainstream 
fun and interesting, there are simply too 
many who either do not know how to or 
are less concerned. There is some truth 
to the fact that many callers would 
rather call Plus than use Mainstream 
calls in slightly different formations/ar- 
rangements. [tis less work for many of 
them 

Dancers and callers who simply say 
that if we all worked together, and I mean 
all, then we would slow down this rush 
to Plus. That sounds terrific, but it is 
not realistic. First of all, you will never 
get that kind of cooperation and second, 
they really don't believe it themselves, 
What many people are saying is, let's stop. 
living a Це and realize that if plowing 
dancers through the Plus program is 
what the majority want to do, and in New 
England, we are doing that, then why 
don't we just have one level of dancing 
and stop living a lie? 

Some individuals are concerned with 
how this would affect the entire world 
regarding dancing. Well, we can't be con- 
cerned with theentire world. It's not our 
business. If Mainstream is alive and well 
overseas then so be it. Let the overseas 
dancers enjoy the great Mainstream pro- 
gram. In our realistic view of dancing in 
New England, we are forcing dancers to 
learn through the Plus programs just to 
exist. It's time we get our heads out of 
the sand and face the truth of square 
dancing in New England. 

What better way to see all square 
dancers dancing in the same hall, enjoy- 
ing our activity with their friends. With 
one level of dancing it might force call- 
ers and dancers to sincerely concentrate 
on the new graduates to make the danc- 
ing more acceptable and enjoyable. And 
where have you seen that lately?
